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Dial-a-ride to 
close despite 
lifeline offer 


ELY Soham Dial-a-Ride is to fold next 
month - despite an offer to help safe¬ 
guard its future. 

Trustees of the charity, which pro¬ 
vides a lifeline for hundreds of elderly, 
disabled and isolated people across 
East Cambridgeshire, announced last 
year that the organisation was at risk 
of closing this spring due to a lack of 
funds. 

On Tuesday, the ‘majority vote’ at 
the charity’s AGM was to wind the or¬ 
ganisation down. 

The aim is for the Fenland Asso¬ 
ciation for Community Transport and 
The Voluntary Network in Newmar¬ 
ket, which run community transport 
services in their areas, to work togeth¬ 
er to now provide similar services in 
the Ely area.

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But, as of the end of March, Dial-a- 
Ride, which has been running for 12 
years, will fold - and unless staff are 
taken on by the organisations in Fen¬ 
land and Suffolk, they will be made 
redundant. 

The decision was made despite the 
offer of a lifeline from successful local 
businessman, Peter Dawe, who runs 
the Dawe Charitable Trust, and want¬ 
ed to take over Dial-a-Ride. 

He said: “I’ve been telling the trus¬ 
tees that the current Dial-a-Ride 
model is unsustainable for years but 
they have never really listened. 

“I was offering them a lifeline. My 
trust has £2 million worth of assets. 


I would have taken over the charity, 
made it more sustainable and more 
importantly prevented the service 
from folding. I think the most shock¬ 
ing thing is this decision wasn’t made 
by the members but the trustees.” 

But Ruth Rogers, chair of Dial-a- 
Ride, insists the decision was made by 
members. She said: “It’s very sad. I’ve 
been involved for years and I feel for 
the members and staff. 

“However, the majority vote by 
members was to wind the char¬ 
ity down. Sadly, I think it is inevitable 
that some staff will lose their jobs but 
I am confident that the Fenland Asso¬ 
ciation for Community Transport and 
The Voluntary Network in Newmarket 
will work together to provide a similar 
service to Dial-a-Ride in the Ely area.”

Horses, one dead and one 
alive, dumped within days 


TWO horses - one of which was 
dead - were found dumped in the 
Ely area within days of each other, 
sparking an RSPCA investigation. 

The first incident involved 
the body of a bay cob-type pony 
found dumped on a dirt track in 
Lode Way, Haddenham, on Sun¬ 
day, February 8. 

The RSPCA says the pony was 
in “reasonable body condition” 
and that it is not known what the 
cause of death was. 

The charity says a red Mercedes 
and blue trailer were seen in the 
area around the same time. 

The second incident involved a 
piebald cob-type filly abandoned 
on waste ground in front of Chef- 
fins Auction Site on the Elean 
Business Park in Sutton on Tues¬ 
day, February 10. 

The RSPCA says there had pre¬ 
viously been several horses at the 
site, but that the filly had been left 
behind. 

The filly, which was in good 
health, is now being cared for by 
the RSPCA. 

Local RSPCA inspector Richard 
Lythgoe said: “We urge anyone 
with any information about ei- 
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ther of these incidents to call us, 
in complete confidence, on 0300 
123 8018. 

“We would also ask the public 
to be vigilant when they see hors¬ 
es being unloaded on wasteland 
and country roads, and let us 
know if they see anything suspi¬ 
cious. 

“In terms of the first horse, we 
are always really sad to hear of 
animals callously discarded in 
this way and would like to hear 
of any information about how he 
died. 

“In terms of the filly, we are 
pleased that she is now being 
cared for and urge anyone with 
information about how she came 
to be left in an unsafe place to 
come forward. 

“Sadly, cases like this are not 
uncommon. The country is cur¬ 
rently in the grip of a horse crisis 
with the RSPCA and other horse 
charities struggling to cope with 
the numbers of abandoned, ne¬ 
glected and abused horses.”

FATAL CRASH 

Two die 
in horror 
collision 

TWO men died in an hor¬ 
rific collision near Little- 
port yesterday. 

The men were travel¬ 
ling in a Mini when it was 
involved in a crash with 
another car on the A10 at 
Brandon Creek. 

Both men were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene. 

The collision happened 
near the A1101 Milden- 
hall Road junction in Lit- 
tleport at around 6.45am, 
and another car and a lor¬ 
ry were also slightly dam¬ 
aged in the incident. 

A police spokesman 
confirmed that two men 
had died but said he was 
unable to provide any 
other details before the 
Ely News went to print. 

He said that the other 
motorists involved sus¬ 
tained “slight injuries”. 

The busy route was 
closed for hours while 
emergency services were 
at the scene and vehicles 
were recovered. 

Police are urging any¬ 
one who witnessed the 
collision, or who has any 
information, to call them 
on 101.

people were in the vehicle - 
a man and a child." 

A spokesman for the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service said the man was 
taken to Addenbrooke's 


with "serious but not life- 
threatening injuries". 

He said that the EAAA 
also attended the scene but 
that they were later stood 
down.

Ely News’ sister title, the 
News, recently submitted 
a Freedom of Information 
request to all state primary 
schools in Cambridge and 
South Cambridgeshire, as 
well the county’s second¬ 
ary schools, to ask if parents

could photograph and film 
their children at events and 
share them on social media 
sites. 

Of the 44 schools which 
responded, 35 had a blanket 
ban on parents uploading 
such pictures onto social 
media, with many of them 
asking parents to sign a dec¬ 
laration not to do so. 

Others only advised par¬ 
ents not to upload images, 
trusted them to only photo¬ 
graph their own children or 
did not feel a ban was neces¬ 
sary or enforceable. 

Ely College, King’s Ely, 
Soham Village College and 
Witchford Village College all 


have policies which say such 
pictures or footage should 
not be shared on social me¬ 
dia. 

For example, Witchford 
Village College’s policy 
reads: “Parents/carers are 
welcome to take videos and 
digital images of their chil¬ 
dren at college events for 
their own personal use. 

“To respect everyone’s pri¬ 
vacy and in some cases pro¬ 
tection, these images should 
not be published/made 
publicly available on social 
networking sites, nor should 
parents/carers comment 
on any activities involving 
other students in the digital/ 
video images.” 

The majority of schools 
have details about their poli¬ 
cies on their website.

New operator and 
name for Ely bus 


STAGECOACH is taking 
over the Norfolk Green Ab- 
solutELY bus service in Ely 
this spring. 

Stagecoach will start to 
run the service in April and 
will also be giving it a new 
name - the number 15. 

The service, which helps 
residents get to work, shop 
in the city centre or catch 
up with friends, was set up 
on a three-year contract 
between Norfolk Green, 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The future of the popular 
service was at risk last year, 
when district council lead- 
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ers announced they would 
be reviewing its usage and 
costs. 

However, a review re¬ 
vealed that passenger 
numbers had risen year on 
year - in 2012/13, the an¬ 
nual number of journeys 
was 40,285 and in 2013/14 
this rose to 50,807 - and 
the two authorities then 
agreed to continue provid¬ 
ing financial support for 
the service until February 
2017. 

Cllr lames Palmer, leader 
of the district council, said: 


“The orbital bus service 
has proven to be extremely 
popular in Ely with lots of 
people using the bus to 
get to work, do their shop¬ 
ping or simply visiting their 
friends. 

“This is why we decided 
to continue the financial 
support for the service un¬ 
til February 2017. 

“With Stagecoach taking 
over the service from April, 
the bus will be re-named 
the number 15.” 

The service, which com¬ 
prises two orbital routes, 
links the housing estates 
on the outskirts of Ely with 
the city centre and the 
Sainsbury’s store in Lisle 


Lane. 

One loop is via Cam 
Drive while the other loop 
is via Beresford Road, pro¬ 
viding an hourly service to 
those residents and giving 
a half-hourly service to the 
city centre and Lisle Lane. 

The new service will be¬ 
gin on Tuesday, April 7, 
with only a slight change to 
the route with the service 
stopping at the Tesco bus 
stop for anyone wishing to 
go to the railway station. 

Cllr Palmer said: “We 
hope residents and visi¬ 
tors to Ely will continue to 
make great use of the bus 
for wherever in the city 
they wish to go.”

Let’s pay to park 

COUNCILLOR Ian Allen's recent 
letter ('No sense', Ely News, February 
5) has provided a timely opportunity 
for me to voice some of my concerns 
about the future direction of Ely. 

I sense that the city is on a tipping 
point of possible decline. 

Despite being located in a prosperous 
region, this prosperity seems to have 
passed by - at least in respect of the 
city centre. 

I frequently visit Ely and notice 
that some pavements are in a poor 
condition, shops have closed down 
and not been re-let and some shop¬ 
fronts look rundown. 

While I appreciate that East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
is facing a far from easy financial 
future, indeed as with many local 
authorities its Government grant has 
been considerably reduced, there is 
a way in which improvements can 
be funded. I believe that car parking 
charges should be introduced to 
give the council the necessary funds. 
Recently the surface of Forehill car 
park was 'repaired' (it had a number 
of very deep potholes) by patching. 
This looks a mess and is an obvious 
sign that the council's resources are 
limited. 

No doubt the retailers will argue 
again against the introduction of 
charges; however free parking has 
not given any incentive for the 
existing shops to 'up their game'. 
Indeed many local residents travel to 
other nearby towns, despite their car 
parking charges, for a better shopping 
experience. 

I would urge the council to refocus 
away from vanity projects such as 
the proposed leisure centre, and 
concentrate instead on improvements 
to the fabric of the city centre so that 
it remains an attractive place to visit 
for locals and tourists alike.

WASTE 

Recycling: 
no change 


SEPARATE recycling collections 
for paper, plastic, glass and met¬ 
al will not be introduced in the 
Ely area. 

The European Union’s waste 
framework directive was rec¬ 
ommending that East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council in¬ 
troduced separate collections for 
homeowners before January 1. 

However, an assessment car¬ 
ried out by officers found that 
the directive “would not be en¬ 
vironmentally or economically 
practicable” as introducing it 
would cost an extra £260,000 a 
year on top of the £320,000 a year 
it currently costs. 

Under the UK Government’s 
interpretation of the new EU 
rules however, the council will 
not be forced to make the chang¬ 
es because it can prove that in¬ 
troducing the new service would

not be “technically, environmen¬ 
tally and economically practica¬ 
ble”. 

David White, the council’s 
waste champion, said: “An as¬ 
sessment has been carried out. 
This concludes that it would be 
technically practicable to carry 
out separate collections, but 
would not be environmentally 
or economically practicable. The 
council believes its current recy¬ 
cling collection does meet the re¬ 
quirements of the revised waste 
directive.” 

Wheelie bins were introduced 
in East Cambs in 2013 and has 
seen the district’s recycling rate 
increase by more than 10 per 
cent.

Electric car charge points 


ELECTRIC car charging points 
could soon be installed in the Ely 
area. 

Local MP Steve Barclay is urg¬ 
ing the district council to get its 
bid in for Government funding 
for the charging points, and the 
authority has indicated it is con¬ 
sidering applying. 

He said: “Electric cars are a 


fast-growing market. They offer 
commercial opportunities for lo¬ 
cal car dealers, cheaper running 
costs and the scope to attract 
motorists into local shops while 
their cars are being recharged.

£580k spent on 
pothole repairs 


ROADS in the Ely area have 
had the lion’s share of cash 
when it comes to pothole 
repairs, figures reveal. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has spent £580,000 
on repairing potholes on 
roads in East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Fenland over the last 
12 months. 

Cambridge city, which 
often sees the largest in¬ 
vestment, was allocated the 
least amount from the pot¬ 
hole fund, which totalled 
£1.9 million for the year. 

It received £386,669, while 
Huntingdonshire and South 
Cambridgeshire both re¬ 
ceived £483,334. 

So far £1.2 million has 
been spent, with the re¬ 
mainder due to be used by 
the end of the financial year.

has welcomed news that his 
constituency received the 
highest funding for pothole 
repairs. 

He said: “Since my elec¬ 
tion I have consistently 
raised concerns that Cam¬ 
bridge receives more fund¬ 
ing than other areas in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire which, like ours, 
is far more in need of invest¬ 
ment. 

“As such, it was great to 
finally win a battle of the 
funds with the announce¬ 
ment that of the £1.9 million 
allocated to Cambridgeshire 
for the repair of potholes, 
East Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland received the largest 
share. 

“I know there are still 


roads across our area where 
potholes remain a problem 
and I will be pushing for the 
remainder of the funding to 
be spent on carrying out re¬ 
pairs in these areas.” 

The highways department 
has repaired 3,100 potholes 
across the county’s roads in 
the last 12 months in total.

Piers’ plea 
to owners 


A PET shop owner has hit out at 
dog owners who fail to clean up 
after their pets and insists the few 
who don’t are giving all owners a 
bad name. 

Piers Smart, who owns Scamp¬ 
ers Natural Pet Store in Soham, 
is so incensed by the amount of 
dog faeces not being picked up in 
Pocket Park in Ely that he’s started 
to clean it up himself. 

He says that some people are 
simply leaving their dog’s mess 
wherever their pooch happens to 
defecate, and that some are even 
making the effort to pick it up - 
but then throwing the bag and its 
contents in the nearest bush. 

Piers, who lives with his wife, 
Michelle, and two dogs, Fish, a 
French Bulldog, and Norman, a 
rare Beauceron, in Little Down- 
ham, said: “I find it so infuriating. 
We walk our dogs around Pocket 
Park most days and the amount 
of people not cleaning up after 
their dogs is horrendous. 

“People seem to think it’s okay 
to simply leave their dog’s poo on 
the path or on the grass verge - it’s 
not. 

“One thing that also astonishes 
me is people who go to the effort

of picking up the poo but then 
chuck the non-biodegradable 
bag with the mess inside it into 
the nearest bit of undergrowth. 
Again, it’s simply not on.” 

Piers and Michelle have recent¬ 
ly started to collect some of the 
bags of mess they find lying in the 
undergrowth to then put in the 
bins provided at the park by the 
district council. 

Piers said: “We collected 
around 40 bags in an hour, which 
I find just unbelievable. Dog own¬ 
ers who don’t clean up after their 
pets or who throw the poo bags 
into bushes are giving all us dog 
owners a bad name. 

“It’s also why more and more 
councils are banning dogs from 
open spaces in the UK, which 
isn’t right. Dogs should be part of 
the community and it is down to 
us, as their owners, to be respon¬ 
sible. 

“To me, it is just common 
sense. If they poo, pick it up and 
carry your poo bag with pride to 
the nearest bin.”

PARSNIPS 

The jury seems well and truly out on parsnips, a bit of a love them or hate 
them food but treated right they will bestow a wonderfully sweet taste 
and soft fleshy texture. Small to medium are the best 
options as larger ones can be stringy and tough. 

They are great roasted in halves with a little of 
your favourite oil, some honey or maple syrup 
and simply seasoned. More recently 
there has been a craze for baking 
parsnip cakes, they’re a close 
relative of the carrot so don’t 
knock it until you’ve tried it. 



CHICORY 

Known for its distinguishing bitter taste Chicory has 
crunchy leaves commonly used in salads or stuffed 
in starters. Today though chicory is available 
in the UK all year round thanks to new growing 
techniques the flavour is much smoother. More 
colour means more flavour here so make your 
choice based on you preferences. This versatile 
vegetable can be eaten raw or cooked in soups 
and if you’re really not keen on the slight bitterness 
then roasting them next to your Sunday roast will 
produce a much sweeter taste. 



KALE 

Kale is a very handy ingredient for seasonal eaters as it is one of the few 
green vegetables that is more abundant and flavourful during the coldest 
months of the year. It can be substituted for cabbage or spinach 
and makes a fine side dish when blanched and sauteed with 
garlic (a little soy and a sprinkling of chopped, roasted nuts 
is a lovely addition). It also makes an excellent ingredient in 
hearty, warming soups such as Kale and Chestnut Soup and 
the traditional Portuguese dish Caldo Verde. 

Kale is a nutritionally rich food containing: vitamins A,C & E 
with a substantial mineral content including iron, calcium 
and potassium. 



SAVOY CABBAGE 

It’s a winter vegetable and one of several cabbage 
varieties. This versatile cabbage can be used in a 
variety of recipes and pairs well with apples and 
spices as well as sitting comfortably with red wine 
and meat. For a change try it in soups and stews or 
roasted drizzled with olive oil. It is best to always buy 
these vegetables whole as pre-cut or shredded 
cabbage greatly diminishes the vitamin content. 
Peak season for most cabbages runs from 
November through April in the Northern Hemisphere 
and they are at their best during this time. 



CARROTS 

Often over cooked and underappreciated, carrots are another fine 
example of a vegetable which is easily adapted to suit many 
tastes. Enjoyed both raw and cooked they’re great for adding 
to soups and stews, mashed as a side dish or grated in 
salads. Look out for bright coloured, not too large carrots 
with smooth skins for the best flavour. Try oven-roasting 
whole, halved or quartered depending on size, 
to produce a much sweeter taste and softer 
texture. Or for those with a super sweet tooth, 
bake them in a cake with walnuts and smother 
with cream cheese icing.

Pierce the rind side of pork with a 
sharp fork or knife until the skin is 
covered with fine holes. 

Insert a meat hook into the meat to 
secure it. 

Bring a pot of water to a boil, and 
using a large ladle, pour the hot 
water over the rind side of the pork 
several times. Set the pork belly 
aside. 

Heat a wok until it is hot, then add 
the salt, peppercorns, five spice 
powder, pepper and sugar and 
stir-fry the mixture for three minutes 
until it is hot and well mixed. Allow 
the mixture to cool slightly. 

When it is warm enough to handle. 


rub this mixture onto the flesh side 
of the pork. 

Hang the meat to dry for eight 
hours or overnight in a cool place 
or in front of a fan. 

Pre-heat the oven to gas mark 
6/400F/200C. Place the pork on 
a rack, rind side up over a tray of 
water. Roast for 15 minutes. 

Then reduce the heat to gas mark 
4/350F/180C and continue to roast 
for two hours. Then turn up to gas 
mark 8/450F/230C for 15 minutes. 
Remove and allow the pork to 
cool. Then carve it into bite-size 
pieces, arrange on a platter, and 
serve.

It contains a very rare nat¬ 
ural earth product called 
strontium aluminate, 
which is solid, odourless 
and chemically and bio¬ 
logically inert. 

Various third-party com¬ 


panies have applied non- 
organic glow-in-the-dark 
paint to vehicles before 
but Nissan is the first car 
maker to directly apply 
such technology. Nissan’s 
unique paint, if made com¬ 


mercially available, would 
last for 25 years. 

With running costs of 
just two pence or less per 
mile to run, the UK’s 7,500- 
plus Nissan Leaf owners 
have reported significant 


savings and are using the
